Tit* E v ening T elegraph li*s given 
obout all that has been said on both sides 
of the question of returning from the 
archives at Washington the rebel flags, 
captured in battle, to the Slates in the 
soutn where they belong. 
We do not un­ 
derstand that it is a question that should 
cause very much trouble, and y et as it 
involves a matter of prejudice there art 
in it elemeuts out of wbich might grow 
quite a quarrel. 
A djutant General Drum 
p. oposed to the President that the flags 
should be returned and not thinking much 
about R Mr. Cleveland naturally made no- 
objection. Then the newspapers of the 
north mads a fuse and the President very 
properly rednded the order. 
Every citi­ 
zen of the United States who loves tbs 
Union must hope for the time to come, 
and the sooner the better, when all the 
animosities growing out of the late war 
wilt be among the things of the past. 
This was the spirit that nuituated Presi­ 
dent Graut’e administration when rebel 
generals were by him appointed to office. 
The HCt was approved by his party al­ 
most uuuniinously . 
General Longatrect 
and others were thus appointed, not be­ 
cause they had fought to destroy the 
government of the UnitedBtates, but be­ 
cause they had ex pressed regrets that 
they had been so ux pgJrioUo; and because 
they hud acknowledged the error. 
The 
only reasonable objection that can now 
be made to office holding by those form­ 
erly in rebellion must bo based on the fact 
that the appointees still believe that they 
were right in their efforts to destroy the 
Uniou. 
There could be elaborate reasons 
produced for 
these 
mere 
suggestive 
thoughts. 
The captured rebel 
battle 
flags are emblems of treason; are relics of 
the most monstrous crime of the age. 
Ii 
is a significant fact that the Governors 
and other citizens of southern States, who 
approve of the President’s order that the 
flags shull not be returned, still tpeuk of 
banners as “cherished relics” of a cause 
revered; but tney want peace. 
It is not 
that they love the “ Lost cause” less but 
peace more. 
Where the rebel flag is a 
“ cherished relic,” (using Mr. Gordon’s 
words) the star-spangled banner cun not 
be held as a very sacred emblem. 
A na 
tion mu» ', have but one flag and us the 
flag of stars and stripes is antagonistic to 
any rebel flag, perhaps we should, for the 
sake of peace, and not to offend the lov­ 
ers of the “lost cause,” abolish that from 
our flagstaffs. * If this thing goes on some 
one for peace will suggest that the old 
flag must go. 
Then may follow a suggcs 
tion that the Grand Army of thu Repub­ 
lic shall not keep up 
an organization 
composed of men who put down treason 
and saved the old flag and the Union. 
And so the argument might run on about 
the abolition of soldiers’ monument?. 
Decoration Day , etc., etc., but in fear 
that T h e T eleg raph may be accused of 
flaunting ensanguined garments we will 
not continue the suggestions further. We, 
too, want peace but wc hope never to see 
rebel flags preserved as “cherished relics.”

States minister, at Buckingham palace, for 
the purpose of allowing hits! to present Presi­ 
d e n t Clev eland's jub ilee congratulations. Mr. 
Phelps was accorded a priv ate audience with 
her majesty. 
Mr. Phelps was attired in plain 
ev ening drosa. 
Tho q ueen’s demeanor was 
meet cordial. 
Minister Phdp* in deliv ering President 
Clev eland's autograph sealed letter to her 
majesty was receiv ed in a small reception 
room and not in the one used on state occa­ 
sions, and, other than the q ueen and Mr. 
Phelps, only the duk« of Connaught and 
Lord Salisb ury were present. 
The q ueen, 
r e p ly in g to Mr. Phelps, express**.! her deep 
muse of the kind foeling that b ad always 
b een manifested toward her b y the American 
people. 
Tho priv ate re*'option of diplomat« on mich 
occasions is nlmost unprecedented. b ut the 
American minister b ad expressed a desire 
through Lord Salisb ury for such an audi- 
denoe, and the « ppieri replie*! that it would 
a f f o r d her much pleasure to receiv e him pri­ 
v ately for the presentation of the president’s 
xneœngs. 
L« ter in the day other diplomat« 
b earing the congratulations of the heads of 
their resjs’ctiv e gov ernments were receiv ed 
in the customary manner. 
The address of British-b orn citizens of Bos­ 
ton, which is framed in oak and print**« ! on 
cream-colored satin, was presented to the 
queen Monday. It was taken to one of the 
q ueen*» priv ate apart nient» Monday ev ening. 
Her majesty was much touched b y the token, 
and rend the ode with peculiar interest. 
The Prince of Wales with his family and 
the Kings of Denmark, Greece and Saxony 
attend« .'*! the Wild West show Monday itioru* 
ing. 
The q ueen will confer a lug« * numb er of 
titles during the jub ilee celeb ration.

m l jacket bitters, the o nly exhilarating 
drink there then, seemed to hav e 110 
effect in reliev ing the mo no to ny. 
J ust 
then “ Buffalo J o hn,” who o wned Buffalo 
Springs ranch, twenty mile« up the Platte, 
sent do wn an inv itatio n to v isit him and 
hav e a buffalo hunt. 
The co mmanding 
o fficer, a grizzled o ld v eteran, who had 
fo ught Indians and hunted game fro m the 
Mississippi to the mo uth o f the Co lumbia 
fo r a third o f a century, was o nly to o 
glad to accept J o hn’s inv itatio n. A party 
o f ten was o rganized, and o n a beautiful 
mo rning in September we started o ut. 
We were well mo unted and well armed, 
and ready to fight o r run o s o ccasio n 
might require. 
We arriv ed at Buffalo Springs early in 
the afterno o n, and were welco med by 
Buffalo J o hn in true fro ntier style. 
His 
place was a regular fo rtified fro ntier 
trading po st, and he always had a lo t o f 
freighters, hunters and trappers aro und 
him; 
strange and o dd characters 
they 
were, to o ; so me o f them had bean with 
Bridger, Carso n and Meek in tho o ld 
times, and their sto ries o f adv entures 
with 
Indians, grizzlies and mo untain 
lio ns 
were better than any bo o k ev er 
written. J o hn, tho ugh a yo ung man, was 
a no ted hunter and Indian fighter, and 
was a so rt o f hero amo ng ev en tho se o ld 
time hero es o f the mo untains. 
He was 
as big as a mo o se, brav e as a lio n « and as 
gentle and tender hearted as a wo man— 
qualities that endeared him to all. 
Wo 
had o ften been to his place and fo und it 
in all the co nfusio n and to psy turv y co n­ 
ditio n o f all fro ntier places. This time it 
was neat as wax. There were white cur­ 
tains at the windo ws, clean tableclo ths 
and bright spo o ns, kniv es and fo rks, and 
ev erything in the ho use sho wed so me 
magical influence. 
Fro m ano ther ro o m wo co uld hear a 
lo w lullaby in a rich, sweet v o ice, and 
so o n a yo ung lo o king mo ther, with a girl 
baby in her arms, came in and was intro ­ 
duced. Bo th o f them were a rev elatio n to 
us o ld campaigners, who hadn’t seen a 
wo man fo r mo nths, no r a baby fo r a much 
lo nger time. This yo ung mo ther was fair, 
with blue eyes, and hair with a gleam o f 
go ld in it, and the sweetest face, expres­ 
siv e o f all that is go o d and gentle in 
human nature, and the baby was wo nder­ 
fully like the mo ther. 
The influence 
which the presence o f this fair mo ther 
and her baby had upo n such o ld hardened 
fro ntiersmen as surro unded her wa3 wo n­ 
derful. 
Wo had planned a night with 
bitters and jx» ker, but all such ideas were 
abando ned when theso two appeared. 
Ev erybo dy wanted to ho ld that baby and 
talk baby-talk to it, and ev erybo dy did. 
When it went to sleep, and the mo ther 
put it into a little o ld sho o bo x, turned 
into a cradle by the additio n of ro ugh 
co tto n-wo o d ro ckers, 
we ail to o k turns 
in ro cking it. 
When at last the mo ther 
« and baby retired wo learned that they 
belong ed to an emigrant family o f three— 
husband, 
wife and baby —en ro ute to 
California, and that they had sto pped 
fro m a train to rest their sto ck, and that 
J o hn had induced them, by big wages, to 
stay and hejp run the ranch. 
The hus­ 
band tend *5 the sto re, and was a go o d- 
natured. common-looking fellow. 
Wo 
sat up and listened to sto ries by J o hn and 
the trap]» era, and midnight so o n came 
and bro ught the* do wn co ach, which halted 
lo ng eno ugh fo r the driv er to call o ut to 
J o hn to be o n the 
lookou t, as there was a 
big Indian trail cro ssing the ro ad, two o r 
three miles back, and that it lo o ked as 
tho ugh the Indians were go ing so uth.

distant in the oiuíTs, just where we had 
proposed to go. 
Whether on tho hunt or 
on the fight, they were always ready to 
«teal or take scalps, and we didn’t pro­ 
pose to take the chances of a brush with 
them-—twenty or thirty to one against us. 
John and the trappers looked to the 
block doors and windows and put out 
sentinels, and we spent the night in dis­ 
cussing Indian wars and raids. 
John 
gave an account of the attack on his place 
two years before, when several hundred 
Cheyenne« tried to capture it, but gave it 
up as a bad job after he and the trappers 
had killed fifteen of them from the jiort- 
holes which pierced the walla of the 
ranch in all directions. 
The morning was anxiously awaited, 
and daylight saw us all out reconnoiter- 
ing, but theve were no sings of Indians. 
The buffalo were plainly in sight, “ nearer 
than for a long tim e,” so John said, 
which showed that they had been dis­ 
turbed by the Indian camp. 
W e kept a 
man on the lookout with a field glass, 
and while we were at breakfast he called 
out that lie could see an Indian on the 
bluff. 
The mother, who had appeared at 
breakfast with a scared, anxious face, 
pressed the baby tightly in her arms, and 
left for an inner and more secure room, 
and we all went out to be ready for any 
emergency. 
Sure enough, there was an 
Indian, with blanket and leggings, com­ 
ing down the slope of the bluff. 
The old 
trapper# said he wouldn’t get within rifle 
range of the ranch; that he was only sent 
out to tempt us into an ambush; but they 
were mistaken, for he came swiftly down 
the long bluff, keeping as much hidden 
as possible, and when he was compelled 
to show himself, he would quickly change 
his course, so as to be again out of sight. 
To those of us who were only amateurs 
in Indian movements, it seemed as though 
he was trying to skulk up to the ranch 
unseen, and some one proposed to try a 
shot at him with one of our long range 
rifles when he next showed himself; but 
the old trapjiers said that he acted more 
as though he was hiding from some one 
behind him than from us, and as we 
watched him that seemed evident, and 
so we waited for developments. 
Just 
as he had reached the point of tho 
bluffs 
nearest 
to 
us, 
anil 
where 
he would have to come out into the open 
valley to reach the ranch, n party of 
mounted Indians appeared on the bluff, 
riding rapidly on his track. 
Ho saw 
them as soon as we did, and hi* made a 
break for us, running with tho speed of 
an antelope. 
As he approached we could 
see that he was a little fellow and that he 
held hi? little hands up to show us that, 
he was unarmed. 
His pursuers gained 
rapidly on him, and would have over­ 
taken him if we hadn’t given tliem avol- 
lev of shots, which, although they fell 
short of them, were a warning not to get 
any nearer, and they gave up the chase. 
\\ hen wo ilred, the little fugitive threw 
himself on the ground and remained 
there till the firing ceased. 
When he saw 
that our shots wore directed at his pur- 
and not at him, he rose 


mm nil about his captivity, where the 
Indians got him. how leng he had 1 con 
with them and what his name was. 1 nt 
lie only knew that they called him “ Little 
Coy ote” and that he had Ixxm with 
them n long time, hut not always, and 
that they beat him, starved him and ma le 
him watch the horses all night when it 
was dark and cold,# and when the wolves 
howled 
so 
loud, 
and 
ho 
si ruddered 
os he told it. 
The first thought of Jolm 
was to feed tho starved boy, and he took 
him to tho dining room, where he ate 
ravenously. 
In the other room the trap­ 
pers and officers were discussing how the 
Indians got him, nnd his escape from 
them. 
The mother had brought the baby 
out and placed it in the little cradle. 
When the little fellow had eaten all that 
was prudent for him to have at o ik ? time, 
but not all he wanted by a good deal, 
John leought him oiffc. 
The moment lie 
saw the mother all his tim idity left him. 
lie went up to her, attempted to take 
liold of her, and his whole action indi­ 
cated the expectation that she would take 
him in her arms; but just then his even 
took in the Ixiby. 
He looked at her n 
moment, knelt down, took one little hand 
in his, devoured the little face with an 
eager look; then his little lip quivered, 
liis t)ody trembled, and he broke out in 
sobs, ns though his heart was breakin 
It was a pitiful scene. 
The mother 
sobbed os hard as he did, the tears rolled 
down Jo h n ’s cheeks, and the general, 
Who hadn’t shed a tear for thirty years, 
choked up, 
and discovered a sudden 
necessity for looking out for Indians. 
The old trappers, also, thought the In ­ 
dians might be coming, and they followed 
the general out doors. 
W hen the little 
fellow’s grief had exhausted itself, he 
looked up and said in Sioux, “ A in ’t you 
m y mother, and ain’t this my baby?” 
John hadn’t the heart to tell him no, so 
he said, “ I don’t know exactly. 
Maybe 
they are. 
Did you have a mother and 
baby like these?” 
“ Yc«,” ho said, “ but 
I always thought they killed them, they 
said they did, and I am so glad they 
didn’t.” 
For answer to ail this, the 
mother put her arm around him, stroked 
the long tangled hair, and said, “ I w ill 
Ik* your mother, you ¡xx>r, motherless 
boy.” 
He only understood the lov­ 
ing action, and he fully believed that 
he had again found those whom alone hi 
had remembered through his long captiv­ 
ity. 
He clung to them os though he was 
afraid he would lose them again if he left 
them for a moment. 
A t night he fell 
asleep by the side of the cradle, and John 
put lum on a bed of warm blankets and 
robes, in ono comer of the room. 
The 
mother brought a soft pillow, kissed the 
pinched face, bent her head and asked 
God to bless the poor homeless waif. W e 
put out guards to prevent a surprise, 
looked to our guns, and to the block doors 
and windows, and went to bed early. 
It 
is sure that some, and perhaps all of us, 
dreamed of better tilings that night than 
we had thought of for years. 
In the 
morning when we woke “ Little Coyote” 
was looking wofully at the empty cradle 
and the empty chair beside it. 
John told 
him that the mother and baby were still 
asleep, but would soon In? up and out, 
which put tho first smile on his sad face 
we had seen. 
The little fellow was 
washed, had his hair cut and combed, and 
the mother made a suit for him out of 
Jo h n ’s clothes, all of which almost trans­ 
formed him. 
W o stayed three or four 
days. 
A party of us made a reconnois- 
sance to the spring in the bluffs and found 
the Indians gone south, as we presumed 
to the Arkansas river for the winter. They 
mado a treaty with the government in the 
autumn that left notliing to fear from 
them. 
There were frequent discussions 
about what name the little fellow should 
have. 
Almost everybody, in want of a 
better 
one, 
had 
called 
him 
“ Little 
Coyote,” as the Indians had. 
The 
mother 
indignantly 
protested 
against that, but once used in connection 
with him it stuck to him as lorn: as we 
knew him. 
W hen our 
party left for tlie fort the 
general offered to take Little Coyote and 
care for him; but he clung to the mother 
and the baby and looked so appealingly 
to them that John said, “ Oh! there Is 
plenty of room here, and grub too, and 
it w ill seem kind of lonesome without 
him. ’ ’ 
So we left him there. 
W e heard from him often. 
He grew 
like a weed and became a “ handsome 
boy,” so John said. 
Ho made himself 
useful around the ranch herding stock 
and doing whatever else anybody could 
do; but he was silent and almost sad ex­ 
cept when with his two best friends, the 
mother and baby. W ith them lie seemed 
contented and even happy. 
The story of his discovery was noised 
abroad, and some man in Illinois thought 
he must be a survivor of a brother’s 
fam ily, which had disappeared on the 
plains some years before and was pre­ 
sumed to have been massacred by Indians, 
suers and not at him, he rose from the I 
came and claimed him, and after a 
ground and ran toward us again, still

holding up his hands as an earnest

OJote himself, 
he carried him 
off.

. freight wagons. ...„ches, 
and forts Ik fore it. 
John “ ¡allied up 
stakes*. 
iu; he called it. nnd with “ Little 
Coyotte” went to Idaho. 
W o heard that 
ho stopped in the same valley with our 
emigrant fam ily, and took up his old 
business again, but the clays of big money 
making were gone, and although he had 
made piles of it, his heart was too I ig, 
and his hand too open to keep it. 
The 
emigrant fam ily did not flourish, either. 
The husband was a go-easy fellow, and 
willing for a fortune to come to him. 
W e heard from time to time these miners 
of our Buffalo Springs friends, and then 
that the Indians had raided the valley in 
which they lived, killed the husband, 
wounded John, and run off all the stock; 
that “ Little Coyote” joined the settlers 
and followed the retreating savages and 
wreaked a bloody revenge upon them. 
Many more years went by. 
Our gar­ 
rison was scattered from tho Atlantic to 
the Pacific, and the stirring scenes of 
those days were fast being forgotten. 
My 
rambles took me to Idaho, and I inquired 
for m y former friends. 
They were well 
known there, big hearted John being as 
much of a favorite as ho had been on the 
Platte. 
H i* ranch had always been the 
headquarters of all the old frontiersmen, 
and they had always been welcome bo 
long as there had been anything for them 
to eat. 
The widowed mother and baby 
had struggled along for years to moke a 
living, and at last had gone to California 
to join relatives there. 
John and “ Little 
Coyote” had assisted them in every way, 
and at last promised to join them again 
whon they made their pile. 
“ Little 
Coyote” liad grow n up to be a big active 
man. and had developed a great talent 
for business, had mined, owned cattle, 
horses, and sheep, given money to John 
and sent him on to find the mother nnd 
baby and make them comfortable, and at 
last sold out there and followed them to 
the coast, and thus passed out of the fur­ 
ther knowledge of Idaho ¡icople. 
Mure years went by, and that impulse 
which takes all Americans toward the 
setting sun brought tho w riter to Califor­ 
nia, and, unexpectedly, face to face with 
the principal actors ia the discovery of 
“ Little Covote.” 
In one o]^ tho prettiest little valleys oi 
this state, in a largo, old fashioned house 
with broad verandas, under wide branch­ 
ing shade trees, looking out ujK>n orchania 
and vineyards, you may see big, brave 
John, as tender hearted and good natured 
as ever; the mother, with tlireads of sil­ 
ver in the gold of her hair, hut with the 
same beautiful and charming face that 
excited the admiration of the rough jm*o- 
ple of the Platte; “ Little Coyote,” m»w 
a broad shouldered man, and his wife, 
the “ baby” we were so anxious to rock 
in the little old shoe box. There are mcro 
little coyotes around- that big house, but 
they don’t call them by that name, and 
they don’t have the pitiful ami pinched 
look of our “ Little Coyote” when we first 
saw him. 
Among tho most cherished 
tilings in that house are the little shoe 
box, with its cottonwood rockers, and the 
little old moccasins, leggings, torn blanket 
anil some eagle fqathers, the dress of 
“ Little Coyote” when he first appeared tc 
us. 
They seem to be about as happy a 
fam ily as there is on this earth, and if 
you go there and catch John alone you 
can hear a much better story of how 
“ Little Coyote” was discovered than I 
have told you.— II. Latham in San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle.

gave him back the $20 gold piece, saying 
that the old fellow was so tough that 
they could not skin him. 
It was a great 
disappointment to the artist.— New York 
Tribune.
